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WEEKEND-WEAR FOR SPRING 

An increasingly important category —-no longer dominated by 
somber jeans; departs from the tailored style with bright, off- 
beat colors, bold prints, big casual shapes, untucked and irrev- 
erently contrasted with small, tight pieces (a big camp shirt, 
unbuttoned over a brief, bandeau top) and varied textures. 


HOT TRENDS 

Shorts: Culottes, preppy Bermudas, neon printed short-shorts. 
With pleats, big pockets, cuffs...A bright striped pair from 
FOLIO BY FIRE ISLANDER has red/blue/yellow stripes on 
white polyester/cotton with front pleats and wide legs. Yoked 
culottes from MADE-IN, unique blue/purple striped cotton. 


Big Shirts: Huge campshirts, bowling shirts, men's shirts and 
sweats. Many bright colors and graphic prints. A big yellow 
"T" beneath a cropped hand-knit cotton pullover —IN WEAR. 


Bandeau Tops: Narrow, front-tied fabric strips, front-twisted, 
nylon/spandex "bras" in vibrant patterns. NONA SUMMER's 
gathered-front bra in red/black check, iridescent polyester 
has matching, black, elastic-waisted, short-shorts. 


Cropped Knit Tops: With every kind of sleeve and cable; in hot 
pastels. White cotton knit cap-sleeved crop top by ZETA ZUKKI. 


Leggings: A dramatic contrast with big tops. Yellow knit 
leggings --IN WEAR. White "underwear" knit leggings by 
MARITHE ET FRANCOIS GIRBAUD. 


Coveralls: St. Tropez' prophetic alternative to jeans. Comfor- 
table and chic -—-the baggier the better. NAF-NAF's hot pink, 
sleeveless jumpsuit has a button front V-neck, ribbed, rectan- 
gular front pockets and cropped legs. ISSEY MIYAKE's 
PLANTATION coverall has wide, earth-tone stripes, button 
front and "wingsleeves." 


The Look: The pieces are simple and unadorned. The key is 
contrast. Contrasting fabrics; electric blue terry cloth with 
same color silk trim at NAF-NAF. OTOKYO's big shirt with 
lime/blue/rose/pink striped body, floral collar and sleeves, 
contrasting colors. Hot bright knits over white cotton with 
black geometric prints; in contrasting textures. The result 
pretty, relaxed and unconfined. 


Colors: Primaries, Italian pastels, muted neons, hot tropical 
prints, asymmetrical geometries, bleaches, paisleys. 
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KNIT DRESSES FOR SPRING & SUMMER '85 
Sleek, simple, one and two-piece sheaths in 
bold contrast colors and varied lengths. 


SILHOUETTE: Long and lean. Dresses skim the 
body. Many tunies and skirts. CLEOPATRA's 
eotton ribbed slim, knit skirt with scalloped, 
lace-edged hem and coordinating top. VESNA 
BRICELJ designs a long, button-front tunic 
in yellow, ribbed cotton knit, with over- 
sized, rounded gussets; worn with matching 
leggings. Look for coordinating cardigans: 
BOSTON TRADER's slightly gathered, cotton 
knit midealf skirt in yellow with fuchsia/ 
teal/yellow striped top, and matching, deep-V 
eardigan. 


DETAILS: Minimal details! OUTLANDER's 
striking, white chemise has a single breast 
pocket with an embroidered gold star and 

gold piping on the wide, round neck. Dresses 
feature a few well-placed buttons and pockets. 
Stripes are strong. A  fuchsia/cream striped 
dress with long, buttonless cardigan, of cotton/ 
silk knit by CAROL PATTERSON for MELISSA 
KNITS. Also, mixed fabrics. Leopard motif, 
two-piece dress by DIANE FREIS for MARISA 
CHRISTINA --short georgette skirt and cotton 
knit body. 


FABRICS: Flat cotton knit: in jewel shades at 
TORI ITO BISHI: a figure-skimming, cap sleeve 
dress with deep V-back and back wrap, leading 
to simple front tie; aqua, pink, periwinkle; 
orange. Ribbed cotton knit: The "Hester 
Dress" from MADE-IN features 3/4, gusseted 
dolman sleeves, buttons to the waist and a 
puckered, flare hem in dusty rose, multi- 
ribbed eotton knit. Silk and cotton blends, 
silk, angora. The nubby look is minimal. 
Fabries are thin and drapable. 


COLORS: Soft pastels—focus on yellow. 
Turquoise, pink, grey and white, wide 
stripes at KANAE IKAI. Bright jewel 
shades, accented with beige. Bright jewel- 
colored hearts, flowers and confetti print on 
white cotton knit from OUTLANDER.

FLAT SANDALS FOR SUMMER 
Fashion flats are the look— mostly natural, 


earth-tone huaraches and bright neon jellies. 
Gently rounded or open toes,

DETAILS: Simplicity is key. The best shoes

Teal leather sandals from 
BRUNO VALIENTE feature five, self-woven 
strips across the front; wood, wedge heels 
and an ankle tie. Huarache jellies. At 
GATOR INDUSTRIES: a peach-orange huarache 
sling back in molded plastic. Colors and 
Materials: huaraches are mostly leather, in 
various shades of brown and tan. Cross- 
hatehed sandals are strong in white, grey, 
brown and black. Jellies are in primaries or 
neons. VOLPE's eye-catching jelly gladiator 
in day-glow orange. SENSA's St. Tropez style 
is best in hot pink.
